Dorothea, who was in'a runner eranſporred. with 
continual thoughts of 'her lovely Stranger, could 
not ſpeak of him with any moderatian, . nay, ſhe 
commended him ſo highly beyond all the Gentle- 
men of Sevr/, thar ſome Ladies, who would have 
carried on their deſigns ſecretly as ſhe did, _——

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her inceſſantly ſpeaking of Don Sancho, and pre. 
ferring him ſo as to caſt a certain contempt 6n 
choſe they fancied), took notice of it, and were 
offended. Feliciaxa had often privately advig'd 


her, to ſpeak of him wirh more caution and re, 


ſerv'dneſs,; nay, many times, in company, when 


ſhe ſaw her tranſported with rhe pleaſure ſhe took 


in diſcourſing of her Gallant, had crod on her foot 
ſa hard as to make her cry out, and find ſomewhat 
elſe to talk of. 

Theſe diſcoveries were at laſt ſo obſerv'd, that 
a certain Cavalier, a Suitor of Dorothea's, had 
notice given him thereof, by a. Lady he was inti. 
mately acquainted with. He was the more eafily 
induc'd to believe, that Dorothea had a more than 
ordinary kindneſs for Dox Sancho, when he con- 
fider'd, tharever fince the coming of rhat Stranger 
corhe City, thoſe who accounted themſelves the 
Slaves of chat fair Lady, of which number he 
rhoughr himſelf rhe moſt heavily chain'd, had not 
receiv'd the leaſt favourable look from her. This 
Rival of Don Sancho's was a perſon of grear 
wealth, deſcended of a noble Houſe, and much 
in favour with Don . Manuel, who yet was the 
more backward to preſs his Daughter to marry 
him, 1n regard that when ever he ſpoke to her of 
it, her anſwer was, thatſhe wanted two or three 
years of being ripe for thar ſtare. 

This ſame young Gentleman ( now his name 
comes inro my head, Doy Diego ) before he en- 
oagd himſelf in an aRion which might be charg'd 
with -imprudence, thought it requifite to be fully 
aſlur'd of a thing, which yet he did onely ſuſpect, 
He had a very ſpruce fellow that waited on him - 
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| his Chamber, one of thoſe inſolent attendants 


who chink it 18 for their Maſter's credir that they 
wear as good Linnen as themſelves, or at leaſt 
wear theirs; and all, that they may be che more 


? oracious in the eyes of the waiting women. This 


Cervant's name was G#zmar ; he prerended much 
ro Ingenuity, out of a conceit that it had been de- 
riv'd co him from that Country-man of his, whoſe 
adventures are ſo famous ; bur having, among 
other endowments, a ſmattering in Poerry , he 
employ*d his Talent 1n compoſing ſuch Romances 
28 in other Countries are known by che name of 
Ballads, He ſung them playing on his Gitthar, 


' bur ſo wretchedly, that his wry mouths and the 


ſtretching our of his rongue, ſpoil'd the diſcord, 
ar leaſt to thoſe that look*d on him. He had alſo 
the graceful knack of dancing a Saraband, and 
never went wichour his Caftagners- He had once 
ſome intentions to. rurn Comedian, but ſome- 
what in his humour was nor lik'd, for he was very 
much addi&ed to Vapouring and HeRorſhip, and 
to give you a true character of him, there was 
ſome ſuſpition of his noRurnal atchievements, as 
being one who would bid people ſtand with as 
much confidence as a Conſtable, bur with this 
oreater Civilitcy,that he would diſmiſs their perſons, 
and ſecure onely what he found about them. 

All rheſe excellent Talents, heighren'd by a lictle 
eloquence, which reach'd onely ſo far as he had 
read, and what he heard from his Maſter, made all 
the /Waiting-women, even thoſe who pretended 
to ſomewhat of Beauty, look on him as the blank 
(if 1 may make thar compariſon ) of their amo» 
rous defires. Don Diego gave him inſtruRiions ro

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20 arid court 1ſabe/la, a young Maid who waited 


on the two beauriful Sifters, He went, and in-' 


finuated himſelf ſo far into ſabe!/a's favour, that 
ſhe choughe her ſelf the happieſt creature in the 
world, to | be lov'd by Guzman, nay, the kindneſs 
they had one for another grew to ſucha degree, 
rhat he became 'very earneſt 1n the continuance of 


whar he had begun onely ro obey his Maſter, - 


ſabella had ſo well feather'd her Neft in her ſer- 
vice, thar ſhe might well be accounted a good 
fortune , for the *proudeſt attendant of any in 
Span, Her Miſtreſſes treated her very kindly, 
and wete very liberal to her, befhdes ſomeyhar ſhe 
had ro expect from her Father, who was an honeſt 
Tradeſman. In fine, Gaz»-ar thought it his beſt 
courſe to make ſure of her, by propoſing a match ; 
ſhe was as willing as he was, and took him at his 
word ; they made one another murual promiſes of 
marriage, and ever after liv'd rogerher as if the 
ceremonies had paſs*d between them. 

Things ſtanding thus, /ſabe!/z begin to con» 
ceive an exrream indionation againſt Marina, rhe 
 Surgeon's wife, at whoſe houſe Doz Sancho and 
Dorothea h1d their private meetings , and it rrou- 
bled her much, that though ſhe had liv'd with her 
Miſtreſs defore her, ſhe ſhould Rill be her Conki- 
dent in a buſineſs of ehat nacure, wherein the li- 
beralicy of a favour'd Lover is very confiderable. 
She had heard of the Gold can which Don Sar- 
cho had beſtow'd on arina, as alſo of ſeveral 
orher preſents he had made hery and imagin'd ſhe 
might have receiv'd many more, which the knew 

nothing of. This rais'd a deadly hatred in her 
2czinſt Marina, Which makes me think, thar the 
pretty 
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pretty Gentlewoman was not a little rroubled. 


'Ir is not therefore ro be wondred, if, upon the 


firt Interrogatories which G#zmzan made to her, 
and particularly this, whether ic were crue that 
Dorothea was in love with any one, ſhe ſhould diſ- 
cover the ſecrets of her Miſtreſs, to a' perſon, 
whom ſhe look'd on as part of her ſelf, She ac- 
quainted him with all ſhe kneyy of the deſigns of 
our young Lovers, Don Saxcho's liberality tro Ma- 
rind, Whom he enrich'd by his continual preſents, 
rill at laſtſhe broke forth into down-righe railing 
at her, as one thar made thoſe advantages, which 
ſhould rather have been receiv'd by a Servant thar 
liv d in the houſe. Guzman intreared herrto give 
him notice of the next meeting they were to have 
there. She did ſo, and he fail'd not to give his 
Maſter an account of it, as alſo of all bad been told 
him by the perfidious /ſabel/a. 

Upon this) intelligence Doz Drego put himſelf 
Into the habir of a Beggar, and laid himſelf down 
in che ſtreet not far from Afarina's door, into 
which he ſaw his Rival enter, and nor long after 
came a Coach, out of - which alighted Dorothea 
and her Sifter, and went into the ſame Houſe, 
leaving Dos Diego in a great rage, to ſee what he 
could nor then remedy, He went home, and re- 
folv'd ro rid himſelf of ſo formidable a Rival. 
Having hir'd ſome of thoſe, whoſe profeſſion it is 
to murther any they are ſer upon, ( a ſort of peo- 
ple may be aseafily procur'd in Sparr, as Porters 
In other places ) he expe&ed Dox Sancho ſeveral 
nights rogerher, and at laſt meeting with him, 
he ſer upon him, ſeconded by two of thoſe mer- 


cenary HeRors, as well arm'd as himſelf. Dor 


Sancho, 
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Sanchs, on the other fide, was reaſonably well 


provided for them, as having about him, beſides 


Sword and Poniard, a caſe of Piſtols charg'd, He 
defended himſelf ar firſt as a Lion, and found thar 
his enemies had this advantage of him, that they 
defi'd any thing he could do with his Sword. Doy 
Diego preſs'd upon him more chan the others, who, 
being hic'd men, behav'd themſelves accordingly, 
He retreated (hill all he could, to remove the noiſe 
of the engagement farther from the houſe where 
his Dorothea was : bur at laſt fearing co endanger 
himſelf roo far, and finding Dor Dzego fill vio- 
lently purſuing him, he diſcharg'd one of his Pi- 
ſtols, upon which he fell down half dead, and call'd 
as lond as he could for a Confeſlor,. and the two 
HeRors immediately vaniſh'd. Dos Sancho gor 
ro his own lodging, and the neighbours came out 
into the freer and found Dox Drego, whom they 
knew, ready ro deparc this life, and charging Dor 
Sancho with his deach. He had ſoon notice of ic 
by his friends, who rold him, that chough he might 
clexr himſelf upon the judjcial proceedings which 
might be brought againſt. him, ,yer Don Duego's 
friends would be ſurs to revenge his death, and 
find ont ſome way or other to kill him. He rertir'd 
into 2 Monaſtery, whence he'gave his Miſtreſs an 
account how his affairs ſtood, and fer all chings in 
order to his departure from Sewi/, as ſoon as he 
mighr do ir ſafely. A {tric ſearch was made for 
Dox Sancho, but he could not be found. The heat 
of jt being over, and all perſuaded that he had 
made an eſcape, Dorothea and her Siſter, under 
pretence of ſome Devorion, were condued by 
their Kinſwoman, at whoſe houſe they had met, to 
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the Monaſtery, where Do» Sancho was, and there, 
by che means of one of the Religious men, the rwo 
Lovers had an entervieiw in a privare Chapel, Af- 
rer ſome diſcourſe, they made murual promiſes 
| one tothe other of a conftant fidelity, and parted 
with ſo much regrer, 1nd ſuch melting exprefſions, 
thar her Siſter, her Kinſwoman, and the Religious 
man, who were witneſles thereof, not onely wept 
| then, bur could never fince think of it without 


' rears. 


. Having deliver'd cetrain Lerrers to his Father's 
factor, to be ſentro him to the [ndies, he lefr S2- 
6, in a diſeuiſe; In thoſe Lerters he acquainred 
tim with the accident, which bad occafion'd his 
departure from Sevil, and thar he intended. for 
Naples, He got well thither, and was nodbly en- 
tertain'd by the Vice-Rov, who, among the many 
| favours he did him, honour'd him wich a near re- 
lation to his perſon; But the main ſarisfaRtion was 
mtiring, that of hearing from his dear Dorochea, 
| forhar within a year he grew weary of the kindneſs

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the Turks, whichbeing becter arm'd and mann'd 


than any of the "reſt, h1d accordingly made the' 


oreater refiftance, In the mean time, the wind 
began to riſe, and the ſea to grew rough, ſo that' 
both Chriſtians and Turks thought it concern'd 
th2m more to {ecure themſelves againſt che Tem 
peſt, than any further ro proſecute the Engage- 


menr. They jointly loo3'd the Grapling-1rons,- 


whereby the two” Gallies were faſtned rogether; 
and the Tark:ſþ Admiral purted from che Chr:. 
ftian, jut as Don Sancho had caſt himſelf into it, 
not follow'd by any body. Finding bimſelf all 
alone amone(t his enemies, he rhoughr dearth co be 
vreferr'd before {lavery, and, whar ever might be 
the conſequence of ir, caſt himſelf into the Sea, 
hoping to recover the Chriftian Gallies by ſwim- 
ming. Bur che weather prov'd ſuch, that he could 
no: be perceiv'd, though rhe Chriſtian General, 
who had been witneſs of Dozx Sancho's aRion, and 
was extremely enrag'd ar his loſs, which he rhought 
unzvoidable, caus'd the Gallie to tack about to- 
wards thz place where he had caft himſelf over- 
Forrd, In che mean time Dox Sancho made his 
way th-ough the waves, and having ſwum a good: 
way towards the ſhore, aſſiſted by che wind and 
eide, he fortunarely lighred on a plank of ane of 
rhe Turkiſh Gallies, and wich che . help of it got 
ro land on the conſt of Srcrly. Having return'd 
Cod his humble thanks for ſogrear a deliverance, 
he mide rowards a little hamlet inhabited by ſome 


ror Fiſher-men, who gave him the beſt enter- | 
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hid done in th2 engagement, what he had fuffer'd 


in the Ser, and the cold he endur*d, and his walk- | 
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ing afcerwards in his wet cloaths, brought him 
inco a violent feaver, which forc'd him to 
keep his bed for many days ; yer at laſt, wichour 
any crouble of Phyſicians he recover'd his former 


" healch, During his fickneſs, he made a reſolution 


to continue the world in the perſuaſion of his 
death 5 as well that he might be in leſs fear of his 
enemies, the Relations of Doz Diego, as make a 
further trial of the fidelicy of his Dorothea. 

During the tim? of Is aboad in Flaxders, he 
hd contracted an intimate friend{hip with a S:- 
alian Marqueſs, of the houſe of ſortalro, whoſe 
name was Fabiano, He ſent one of the Fiſhermen 
to Meſſina, where he liv'd, to enquire whether he 
were then inth2 Country; and anſwer being 
brouvhe him, that he, was there, he wenr chicher, 
hbiced as a Fiſher-man, and, in the night, gves ro 
the Marqueſs's -houſe, whoy with 21! others to 


whom he was known, bewail'd his death. The 
| Marqueſs was over-joy'd ro meet with a friend, 
| Fhom he had given over for loſt. Doz Saxchs gave 
' timan account how miraculouſly he had eſcaped, 


alſo of his adventures ar Sevr/, and particularly 
the violent paſſion he had for the Lady Dorothea 
de eMoyſalvo, The Sicilian Marqueſs proffer'd 
to 99 along with him into Spazz, andto bring 
away Dorothea, if ſhe would conſent, into Sicily, 
Don Sancho was extremely well pleaſed with rhe 
propoſal, yer would not rec2ive from his friend ſo 
dangerous demonſtrations of his friendlhip, telling 
him, char he would be infinicely glad of his com-

quence of ir, he would remit all to forrune. 
Dox Sancho tad a ſervant, 5: whoſe ſeller

had been inthe former Engsg2ment againſt the 
Turks, put in at Meſſina, to refreſh themſelyes, 
he came aſhore and vor into a Monaſtery, with a 
reſoluriqn to ſpend the remainder of his days there, 


The Marqueſs Fab:azo having heard of the relation 


he ſometimes had ro Dox Sancho, ſent to the Sus 


periour of the Monaſtery, ( who indeed had en- " 


rertain'd him upon the: recommendation of that 
Sicilian Lord) defiring he might be diſmiſs'd, 
which was eaxfily granted, in regard he had nor yer 
put on the habir of the Religion, Sanchez, not 
knowing what might be the. occaſion of his dif. 
miſſion, made ſome difficulry to come our 3 bur 
when he was broughr inco the preſence of his 
dear Maſter, his ſoul was coo narrow for his joy, 
for having caſt himſelf at his feer, there was & ne- 
cellity of ſome aſſiſtance to help him up again.

was ſoon inform'd by common report, that a young 
Gentleman, of yery great wealth, lately come 
from the nd/es, was fallen in love with her, and 
made the moſt magnificent diſcoveries of his af- 
feion that a paſſionate Sator could imagine.

very, from the twelfth, as I cold you, to the thir- 
tierh year of his Age, ſo chat, upon the account of 
his Sentoriry, he mighr have raken place of all che 
Pages in Spar. Bur there happen'd an inconve- 
nience, which prevail'd wich his Maſter ro change 
that reſolution, and that was, that chis over-grown 


| Page was oblig'd to ſhave himſelf every day ; 


whereupon being transform*d from a Page into a

She afterwards conducted him to an obſcure - 
houſe,which look*d very ſuſpitiouſly, where, in a 
oround-room, or rather a Cellar, wretchedly 
marred about, he was receiv'd, by a man in a long 
Caſlock, with a huge buſhy beard, who ſpoke to 
him with a great deal of gravity.

The grave Magician blam'd him very much. for | 
his impatience, and cold him,rhar the operations of. = 
his infallible Arr requir'd a ſerious and reſerv'd 
compoſure of che body,adding withal,thar,for a&ti- 
ons, of a lower degree of confidence & familiarity, 
the Spirits had ſometimes beaten, nay ſtrangled 
ſome men. Dor Marcos orew pale art thoſe words, | | 
and ſetled himſelf again in his chair, after he had | 
raken up the candles.” 

The Magician ask'd for the perfumes, which, | 
Dem Marcos bad boughr,andrhe counterfeit Mars | 
cella Jeliver*d them to him. Till then, ſhe had been 
a devour ſpeRaror of the Ceremonies ; bur, being 
now upon the point of Invocation, he order'd her 
ro quit the room, prerending that the Spirits could 
not endure the company of woman-kind,eſpecially 
tf rhere were any miſtruſt of che dilapidation of 
C'eir Virginity. arcella, making a low curtzy, 
Went out of che room, and the Magician raking 4 
copper chafhng-diſh, full of coals, *made as if he 
cal on them the perfumes, which Dom Marcos 
had brought, bur he had mix'd among them a good 
quantiry of Rinking ſulphur, which made ſuch a 
chick ſmork, that the Magician himſelf, who had 
unadv C£:dly bow'd down his head too near the 
colls, was almoſt chork'd by it. He coveh'd as vio- 
Iencdly 2s if he had had a burr in his throat; and {0 
ofren, that his buſhy beard, which was nor of the ! 
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orowth of the Country where 1t was then planted, and 
it ſeerns had not been well faſten'd, fell down, and 


_ diſcover'd the Magician, to be the ſame pernicious Ga- 


mara, who had trapann'd him znto all his misforrunes, 
Uponethis diſcovery, Dow Marcos made no difficulty 
ro fling away his magical candles and co take the Im- 
poſtor .by the throat, which he graſp'd as hard as he 
could, crying out, wich a dreadful voice, Thieves, 
Thieves. The Magiſtrate, attended by ſome Officers, 
chanc'd to paſs by juſt at that crime 5 They came into 
che houſe, where they imagin'd the noiſe was made, 
which was the greater,in regard Gamara, whom Dos 
Aarcos till had by the throat, cri'd our as loud as the 
other. The Officers, at their entrance into the houſe, 
met with Marcella, whom they ſecur*d, and; afrer- 
wards, having broke open the door of the Necroman- 
tical chamber, they found Dom Marcos and Gamara 
orapled together, and cumbling up and down the floor. * 
The Magiſtrate knew Gamara for a perſon, he had 
look'd after a long time, and one he had order to ap= 
prehend as a notorious Night-walker, a Pandar, and a 
ſearcher of other mens houſes wichout any Commiſſi- 
on. He commanded them all three to priſon,and caus'd 
an inventory to. be taken of all rhings found in che 
room. Dom Martos was (et at liberty the nexr day, up- 
on his Maſter's engagement for him. He was brought in 
as 2 Witneſs againſt Gamare and Marcella, who were 
found guilty of having Rollen thoſe goods of his which 
were named in the Inventory. There were many 
orher thines found, ſome whereof they had ſollen, 
ſome taken in, as Pawns, for Gamara was a Jew, and

The juftneſs of Dom Marcos's ciuſe, ſupported by 
the m2dfarion of his Miſter, procur'd him the reſtitu- 
tion of all had been ſtollen from him. Gamara was 
condemn'd ro the Gillies for the remainder of hislife, 
unleſs he ſhould out-live ninery-nine yearsz and Mar 
cella was order*) to be (everely whipp'd,and baniſh'd; 
and the common opinion was, that rhey were ' borh 
very favourably dealt with, As for Dons Marcos, he 
was nor ſo glad of having recover'd ſome of his rhings, 
and being reveng'd of Gamara and Marcella, as trou- 

bled, rhar "the cheating Rogue was no real Magician. 
The loſs of his ten rhouſand Crowns made him in a 
manner diftra&ted, He went every day to viſit all the 
Inns about Madrid, till, at laſt, he mer with certain 
Mule-drivers, who, returning from Barcelona, told 
bim, that chey had mer, wirhin four or five days jour- 
ny of Madrid, a Wagon, loaden with houſhold-ſtuff, 
in which there were rwo women and a young man,and 
rhar they were forc*d to make ſome ſtay at an Inn, be- 
cauſe two of their Mules had di'd by the way, through 
over-driving. They deſcrib'd rhe man andthe rwo 
women, ſo as that Dow Marcos preſum'd rhey could 
be no other than [/ſidora, Tnez,, and Auguſtine, Upon 
this advertiſement, withour any further deliberation, 
he pur himſelf inco a Pilgrim's habir, and having gor 
Lerters of recommendation from his Maſter, to the 

Vice- 
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Vice-Roy of ( 'ataloma, and 1 Decree our of the Courr 
2924inſt his fugitive Wife, he took his way towards Bay- 
6clona, ſomerimes a foot, ſomerimes on Mules, and 
oor thither in a few days. 

He went immediarely to the Port, to take up tus 
lodging, and the firſt ching he ſaw, as he came into ir, 
was his own Trunks, carried hy Porters into 1 Shallop, 
and 1/dora, 1nez,,and Anguſtine marching after rhe, 
as a Convoy, to he thence convey'd into a Veſſel chat 
Jay in che Haven, wherein they were to embark for 
Naples. Dom Marcos follow'd his 'enemies, and 
went along with chem into the Shallop, as flerce as a 
Lion.
